The auctioneers say it is 
the largest B.N.A. collection ever to 
come on the auction block. It pre- 
dominates in Canadian issues. 


Dr. Reford was one of the great 
specialist students in the stamps of 
Canada. He paid particular atten- 
tion to the Pence issues, and 
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the 1c. 

Type  11—Saskatchean  “Educa- 
tion" tax, was passed in 1937 and 
purchases of 14c or less not taxable. 
From that to 74c there is a le tax; 
thereafter a 2c tax. Merchants who 
do not use these tax tickets file a 
return every 3 months less 4% for 
collecting. 

Type 12—Same as type 11 but 
lettering in bottom panel omitted. 
Used by Woolworth’s and probably 
Eaton's and Simpson’s. There are 
varieties of black series letter with 
red control and red series letter and 
control. A complete catalogue 
would take up too much space but 
it can be available by writing to 
the secretary of the Canadian Rev- 
enue Society. 


especially to the imperforate 3p 
Beaver. Much of Dr. Reford's de- 
tailed study of the  Pence issues, 
the 1859 and the Small and Large 
Cents issues will be available for 
the first time. 

The first of the Harmer, Rooke 
auctions of the  Reford collection 
probably will take place in February. 
The auctioneers consider the sale of 
the Reford B.N.A. collection a fitting 
sequel to their sale of the famous 
Charles  Lathrop Pack collection, 
which realized about $360,000.

MORE FORGERIES 


A short while ago reports were 
published in the philatelic press re- 
garding the appearance on the 
European market of certain Canada 
and Newfoundland air stamps with 
forged overprints bearing counter- 
feited Sanabria guarantee marks. 
During the last few days, we receiv- 
ed for examination a number of

SECURES RARE 12-PENNY 
BLACK 


Mr. Geo. S. Wegg, of Toronto, is 
today the proud possession of one of 
Canada's rare 12-penny black post- 
age stamps, as reported in the Tor- 
onto Evening Telegram of Dec. 21. 
The report states the stamp is 
worth $2,500 and continues: 

The stamp is a twelve-penny 
black, issued in 1851 and was recent- 
ly discovered in the albums of a 
small-town collector who bought it 
15 years ago. He obtained it from a 
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family which had kept it ever since 
it was sent to them almost 100 years 
ago on a package of documents from 


Hamilton. 

Originally there were 1,500 of 
these stamps issued but only about 
100 are known today, and most have 
been damaged and repaired. Even so, 
the repaired stamps are worth from 
$400 to $1000. 

This newly discovered specimen 
is almost perfect, as all margins are 
intact. Mr. Wegg figures each one- 
thousandth of an inch width in 
margin is worth roughly $200. The 
fact that the  Dundas receiving 
PMK appears on the stamp may re- 
sult in it being known as the “Dun- 
das Twelve Penny."

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MOSTLY ON PLATE BLOCKS 
By “Scotia” 


A correspondent takes me to task 
for suggesting that certain positions 
of some stamps are definitely scarcer 


than other positions of the same 
stamps. He points out that equal 
numbers of each position were 
printed and seems to think that 


settles the matter. But does it? I 
shall try to prove otherwise, citing 
definite examples. 

Among the first that comes to 
mind is the one mentioned last 
month, upper left of plate five, C8. 
No one has yet come forward to re- 
port the existence of this one, and 
the reason is not far to seek.. 

Plate five was never in stock at 
the Philatelic Agency and the few 


blocks extent were saved by alert 
(and  farsighted!) collectors who 
happened to miss the upper left 


position. It wil be in a class with 
the “impossible” of the Royal Visit 
issue, whose scarcity is due to 
much the same factors. 

Among stamps which are, or have 
been, on sale at Ottawa a similar 
situation exists. In many (perhaps 
in most, instances) only one or two 
positions were in stock, and this 
means that the other positions are 
very much scarcer, indeed. The fact 
that most collectors like to obtain 
all positions, in order to form a 
miniature sheet, means that these 
scarce positions will in course of 
time be worth many times as much 
as the more common ones. 

The 1930 issue afords a striking 
instance of this situation. The eight 
cent orange was printed from three 
plates, of which the third can be 
completed, though not without  dif- 
ficulty. However, the lowers of 
plates one and two have never been 
seen by the writer and I have almost 
come to the conclusion that they do 
not exist, any more than they do in 
the case of the eight cent blue of 
the same issue. But this is not the 
end of the story. The upper left of 
plate two is also very elusive. I 
hope someone will disclose a  sur- 
plus of these. 

The War Issue has another inter- 


esting example in the ten cent 
value, plate four. I have eight plate 
blocks of the lower left position, 
and no others. This in itself is hard- 


ly conclusive but I hasten to add 
that the only offers I get in this 
plate are more lower lefts. 

I could go on, but hope I have 


made my point. It brings me to 
another: that a priced catalog of 
Canadian plate blocks would be of 
great interest and value. The pioneer 
works done by Mr. A. K. Grimmer 
on Royal Visits is one of the 
reasons for the popularity and the 
enhanced value of that issue.

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METER NEWS AND NOTES 
By M. L. Brown, Rutland, Sask. 





One type of Canadian meter, list- 
ed as type 2 by the Harris Meter 
Catalogue is especially scarce. These 
machines were distributed by Uni- 
versal Postal Frankers of London, 
England, and were apparently used 
during the latter part of 1926 and 
until August 1927. The design is 
very plain being a standing  rec- 
tangle with “CANADA” at the top, 
*1; 2, or 3 CENTS” in fhe center 
and the machine number at the 
bottom. Only six machine numbers 
were used as far as I know and they 
are— 


503 1e Ottawa, Ontario. 

505 1, 2 and 3c Montreal, Quebec. 
507 2c Montreal, Qubec. 

509 2e Montreal, Quebec.. 

512 Ze Montreal, Quebec. 

513 1e Montreal, Quebec. 


All copies seen are in red. Meter 
numbers 512 and 513 have a slight- 
ly larger townmark than the others. 

If you are thinking about start- 
ing a meter collection but are 
wondering how to go about it per- 
haps a few suggestion might be 
offered here. In the first place I 
believe meters should be kept on 
ful covers or at least 2 inch strips 
the length of the envelope so as to 
show the corner card since it is 
often useful to know the user's 
name and address. 

Canadian collections may be form- 
ed in several ways as follows: 


(1) General collection which would 
include all meter numbers, colors, slo- 
gans and in the earlier issues various 
values. This kind of collection if 
anywhere near complete would run 
into thousands of items whereas the 
others mentioned here would be 
much smaller in number but still 
difficult to complete. 


(2) Type  collection—containing 
around 15 major types as well as 
many sub-types, colors and values 
regardles of meter numbers and 
slogans. 

(3) Town collection—consisting of 
over 265 towns with more new ones 
appearing frequently.

(4) Slogan colleetion—Non com- 
mercials make a fine ^ollection and 
may include patriotics, commemora- 
tives and publie events. Then there 
are numerous commercial slogans. 

And however you collect I  sug- 
gest you keep all meter numbers 
as some other collector may need 
what is useless to you. 

Slogans in use recently are 
“Books, Films, Records, Use Your 
Public Library” from New  West- 
minister, B.C. on 143364; “Cream 
improves a desert” from Vancouver 
on 144284; “Incomparable Niagara” 
from Niagara Falls on 144301; 
"Toronto Board of Education  Cen- 
tennial 1950" on 140029. And speak- 
ing of  Centennials recalls other 
celebrations that slogans have been 
used for. They include birthdays of 
Hamilton, Vancouver, Halifax, Win- 
nipeg and the latest “Visit Amherst 
July 31-August 6, 1949 Diamond 
Jubilee and Old Home Week” on 
47110 from Amherst, Nova Scotia. 
And on 143674 from Regina is 
“British Trade Week Observance in 
Saskatchewan Sept. 26-Oct 1”; “Play 
Safe Use Your Parks” from  Van- 
couver on 83805. 


LETTER TO EDITOR 
Re color dyed envelopes 
Dear Sir: |

Another practice of mine 
is when the stamps are dry I use a 
warm iron on them to give them an 
Wo appearance of smoothness.—

Yo Our Advertisers 


Our new higher advertising rates 
apply to all advertisers, old and 
new from this issue onward. Some 


comment has been received since 
first announcement of the new rates 
two months ago. One dealer stated 
he felt our rates were now as high 
as the trade could stand. Some 
others felt they would have to drop 
out. On the other hand we have 
those concluding 1950 commitments 
at the new rates. One stated our 
rates are stil too low. Different 
ones claim best dollar for dollar 
advertising results come from P.S. 
publicity. And we got a kick out of 
this one from one in the midst of 
Christmas influence. He approved 
our new rates and concluded. “We 
don't expect you to play Santa 
Claus to the trade.” 

From our side we offer no apology 
for asking a fair return for our 
services, We have at all times been 
frank in our business  announce- 
ments; made no extravogant claims, 
nor do we now. We started P.S. in 
slack times as an outlet for  phila- 
telic enthusiasm and to see if we 
could not establish a stamp journal 
that would stick—or be accepted as 
worthy of support by the fans. We 
had our own printing plant and had 
the advantage of producing more 
cheaply than the publisher who had 
to employ a printer. Our charges, 
both subscriptions and ad rates have 
been based on costs at all times. But 
P.S. grew and so did costs; thus 
periodie price revisions. In fact it 
has grown to a point where it de- 
mands a lot of our time. In other 
words we had to drop some of our 
activities. Thus this last fall we 
disposed of our interests in the 
weekly newspaper we published. 
We now have printer's bills for part 
of the production of P.S. So we 
can't absorb costs like we used to 
do. That will perhaps explain part 
of our reason for increased rates, 
and perhaps forestay the thought 
that we might be trying to take the 
trade for all it will bear—we are 
not. We're selling service worth 
every dollar we ask. The established 
professional stamp dealer buys 





enough printing in his own right to 
know our prices are not  exhorbit- 
ant. The amateur, or beginner—well, 
if our prices deter him, he should, 
perhaps, wait until he is stocked 
and capitalized sufficient to sub- 
stantiate advertising before offer- 
ing his wares. Nor can we accept 
the proposal to increase our sub- 
scription rate. We are not out to 
produce an oversize magazine  de- 
manding a $2.00 or $3.00 rate but 
rest on our oft repeated slogan: “A 
good little magazine, rather than a 
big bad one”—and that at a popular 
price. So on the aforementioned 
policies we rise or fall. If we're 
both satisfied, then we'll at least 
hold our own. With that as a chal- 
lenge we stride forth into nineteen 
and fifty. 


LETTER TO EDITOR 
Dear Editor: 

“Can nothing be done" as a head- 
ing for the letter to you in Nov. 
P.S. from W.H.D. covers an  im- 
portant subject and one about which 
something should have been done 
long ago. 

Canada has beautiful stamps that 
are something of which the country 
should be proud and to have such 
stamps defaced by brush cancella- 
tions, torn and punched by  defec- 
tive cancelling devices and careless- 
ly perforated to begin with, is a 
crime. 

I am enclosing 50 stamps taken 
from my box of defectives. The 
face value of these stamps is $9.63 
and the present retail price for 
reasonably good copies is $8.48 but 
here are fifty stamps not worth a 
nickle because of bad cancellations 
and sloppy perforations. 

Really fine copies of common 
Canadian stamps are a headache to 
secure from the dealer’s standpoint 
and the average collector does not 
realize the value of such stamps, 
for in ordinary commercial stock as 
now available about three stamps 
of this quality per hundred is the 
general run. 

I do belive somethino can be 
done to stop brush cancellations at 
least and also provide reasonably 
good centering—C.C.B.

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“IN DEFENCE OF MAGPIES” 


To beginners or intending  collec- 
tors, greetings! As that great artist, 
Marie Lloyd, used to sing, *a little 
of what you fancy does you good," 
which brings us to the magpies. The 
magpie collector, seldom regarded 
seriously, is the antithesis of the 
specialist and, to jaundiced eyes, of 
the genuine philatelist. He is the 
purist’s bane; like Shakespeare's 
Autolyeus, “a  snapper-up of  un- 
considered trifles.” Usually of the 
fraternity of small collectors, his 
album is an entirely fascinating’ 
hodge-podge, bridging all philatelic 
time and space. Victorian postal 
stationery, striking air mails,  por- 
trayals of ancient art, curious  fis- 
cals, odd Crown Colonials lie cheek 
by jowl with penny red entries and 
the exquisite engraving of early 
U.S.A. In other words, he thorough- 
ly enjoys every minute of  stamp- 
collecting, undeterred by text-book 
advice or the frowns of superior 
persons. The superficial and the 
snob look down their noses at all 
his works. He gets infinite  enjoy- 
ment and mental refreshments for a 
very small outlay, and for him the 
most ordinary stamps may, if it 
pleases him, earn album space. 

And good luck to him, say I! 
Every item issued for legitimate 
postal use is worthy of philatelic re- 
spect, and nothing is more distaste- 
ful than to hear stamps referred to 
in such terms as “common rubbish.”

We anticipated the Canada Post 
Office would have a problem with 
First Day Covers of the New Geo. 
VI Canada stamps following the last 


minute postponement of the June 
6th first day for them. In all proba- 
bility scores of these covers had 
been stamped ahead with the new 
stamps ready for June 6th release. 
Then  postponement came. They 
couldn't send the covers nor readily 
remove the stamps. So special covers 
were printed to replace covers sent 
in for service. But many of these 
covers sent in would have special 
cachets, many really works of art. 
Many were bound to be disappoint- 
ed, as well as out of pocket. One 
such is a gentleman in Alaska, who 
writes his grievance to the C.P.S., 
Popular Stamps, and the P.M. at 
Ottawa. We reproduce his letter in 
part. 

Yesterday we received thru the 
mail fifty covers bearing stamps of 
the new George VI issue of Canada 
in various combinations on cacheted 
covers. That was all very nice and, 
up to a point, according to Hoyle. 

However, the cachets on the 
covers we received are a one-color, 
black job including the words “Can- 
ada Post Office — CBO — First 
Day of Issue". They do not even 
state First Day of Issue of WHAT? 
and all-in-all are a very poor, rather 
sleazy substitute for the fifty very 
attractive Robert Fulton  cacheted 
covers which we sent to Ottawa last 
summer prior to the original date 
set for the issuance of the George 





VI issue. Inside these substitute 
covers there is a card stating that 
said covers replace originals “dam- 
aged in handling." 

With long experience in First Day 
covers in both Canada and the United 
States we find it almost impossible 
to believe that All fifty of our 
particular covers could have or 
would have been damaged. 

We have had the experience of 
receiving one or two substitute 
covers in obtaining our covers from 
First Day events in the United 
States, on rare occasions, but never 
before has anyone attemped to con- 
vince us that an entire lot of cachets 
had the same type of accident at 
the same time. It is a little too pat 
for us, at this writing. 

Our customers want the attractive 
Robert Fulton cachets. They are not 
interested in a substitute cachet 
which does not commemorate any- 
thing. 

This letter may seem a bit rough. 
When someone makes the  invest- 


ment necessary to obtain fifty

N.S. OVERPRINTS ON BILL 
STAMPS 


In 1867 the Dominion of Canada 
was formed. At this time the United 
Provinces of Canada was divided 
into four provinces, Quebec, Ontario, 
Nova Seotia and New Brunswick. 

In 1868 the Third Issue " Bill 
Stamps of Canada were overprinted 
for use in Nova Scotia only. The 
overprinting consisting of black 
shaded letters N.S. 

The Nova Scotia currency was at 
a 2% % discount in the balance of 
the Dominion of Canada, which fact 
caused the demand of this overprint. 
Otherwise Bill Stamps could have 
been bought in Nova Scotia and used 
elsewhere in the Dominion at a sav- 
ing of 242%. Anyone specializing in 
this issue can make a collection of 
hard and soft paper varieties as 


well as perforation varieties. 

The Third Issue Bill Stamps de- 
picting the side view picture of 
Queen Victoria, sometimes called the 
widowed queen design, consists of 
the following values. 

le brown, le orange, 2c orange, 3c 
green, 4c brown, 5c orange, 6e green, 
Tc orange, 8c brown, 9c green, 10c 
blue, 20e blue, 30c blue, 40e blue, 50c 
blue, $1 blue with black center, $2 
red with black center $3 green with 
black center. 

In 1822 an act requiring the use of 
Bill Stamps was repealed and the 
stamps were demonetized.
